Clark, in view of U. S. Patent No. 3,471,190 to Wansbrough et al. (Wansbrough), in 
view of U. S. Patent No. 4,460,204 to Olsen, in view of U. S. Patent No. 4,728,133 to 
Valley and further in view of U. S. Patent No. 6,619,710 to Hwang 

Applicant has canceled claims 21-22 and this rejection is now moot. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,4-11, and 14-20 have been indicated to be allowable.
